After Washington retired from pub- 


lie life he suffered from a fever which 
reduced his weight by twenty pounds. 
He had frequent colds, and It was only 
with the greatest difficulty that he 
could be induced to take medicine. 


Washington's sight became impaired 


during the Revolution. 
He found it 


necessary to begin wearing spectacles 
in 177$, at tbe age of forty-six years. 
During his presidency be became bard 
of hearing. A guest at one of tbe 
' president's dinners relates that "he 
i was so deaf that I be:ieve be beard 
little of the conversation."

;iox, malaria, grip, tumor, cancer and 
frequent "very l.ad colds," the last of 
which, sinsruiariy enough, after all 
those earlier and more serious mala- 
dies, resulted in the deatb of the pa- 
tient. 


Washington's Six*. 


George Wasluiuron was big as well 


as irreat. One of the doctors who at- 
tended him in lm last illness meas- 
ured the body and fonnd that the 
jrreat man's exact height was six feet 
three and a half inches. A man who 
saw him during his aerrice as presi- 
dent wrote that Washington looked 


i to be at least sis and A half feet tail. 
I WasbJncton's tallness, however, was 
' not accentuated by spareness. as in 


the rase of Abraham Lincoln, who was 
half an inch taller. 


The average man wears shoes of 


No. 7 or No. 8 size. 
Washington's 


enormous boots wore No. 11. Accord- 
ine to a memorandum written in 1811 
by David After-ton, who iww the gen- 
i-rnl several tlni*« his bands were cor- 
respondingly larger than bl* feet.
